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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the im ention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the stibject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 12, 14-19 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Mantey in view or SU'021. Mantey teaches a method of protecting a tuyere assembly in a shaft 
furnace including a clearance between the tuyere (1) and refractory furnace lining (9) filled with 
removable compressable refractory material (12) where temperature and other parameters for 
reduction of hot gas leakage are also monitored (see col. 8 line 48 to col. 9 line 15 for example) 
thereby showing all aspects of the above claims except the continuous monitoring of the 
clearance width, although Mantey does state that the clearance is to be desirably maintained (see 
col. 5 lines 4-21 for example). SU'021 teaches that it was known in the art at the time the 
invention was made to employ a displacement sensor for controlling and monitoring the 
displacement of a tuyere in a furnace (converter). Because Mantey desires that a clearance be 
maintained between the tuyere and refractory lining of it's furnace, and SU'021 teaches that 
displacement sensors were known in the art at the time the invention was made to be usefiil for 
the monitoring and confroUing the displacement of a tuyere in a fijmace assembly, motivation to 
employ a displacement sensor as taught by SU'021 to monitor and control the displacement of 
the tuyere of Mantey in the fiimace in order to maintain the clearance between the tuyere and 
fiimace lining as required by Mantey, would have been a modification obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 13, 20 and 21 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
